In the pre- 
fent War, he is not engaged as Emperor, but as Elector 
of Bavaria; and whenever the Hanoverians in Britifh 
Pay come to a&t, they will aé in fupport of the Prag- 
matick Sanction, which is a Law of the Empire, not 
made, as fome have given out, to gratify the Ambition 
of the Houfe of Aujiria, but from a juft Senfe of its Im- 
portance to the Liberties of Germany; fo that fighting 
in this Caufe can never bring them under the Ban of she 


+ Empire, unlefs the Empire fhould be fo far under the In- 


fluence of France as to violate its own Laws, and 2é& 
againft itfelf; which might perhaps have been the Cale, 
if chic Meafure had wot been taken. 

On the other hand, this Meafure was not taken before 
the Succefs of the Queen of Hungary, and the Difpofition 
of other German Princes made it more than probable 
that, if we co-operated with them, not only the Pro- 
grels of the French Influence might be ftopp’d, but the 
Face of Affairs in Europe fo chang’d as to afford us as fair 
a Proſpect of re-eftablifhing the Balance of Power as we 
had before the fatal Treary of Utrecht, which gave Spain 
and the Indies to the Houfe of Bourbon, and left us no 
Hope but in the Independency of Germany, of prelerving 
our own. If therefore this Meafure had been neglected, 
if our Troops had been recalled from Flanders, and things 
had been fuffered to run back into the fame fad State in 
which we faw them a Year or two ago, it might have 
been, nay doubtiefs it would have been faid, that the Bri- 
tifh Miniftry had negle&ted the Common Caufe, and wad 
betrayed, not this Nation only, but all Exrope, vhich had 
rely’d on their folemn Profefhons at their firit coming 
into Power. 

Inftead therefore of giving heed to partial Suggeftions 
and groundlefs Calumnics, “*hich never were or will be 
wanting to fuch as plume themfelves on oppofing thofe 
who are in Place, let us render the prefent Miniftry the 
Praife they juſtly deferve, and let us imitate the Romans, 
who, while they were untainted with that fervile Spirit
